I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Interim  Report  on  the  Healt. 
and  Sanitary  Administration  of  RISHTON  for  the  year-ending  Jlst 
December,  1943-  The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  in  accordance  with 
Circular  2067  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  July,  194°,  which 
suggests  that  Annual  Reports  should  be  curtailed  during  the  period  of 
War,  and  that  records  should  be  kept  so  that  at  the  termination  of  the 
War,  a  full  report  can  be  given  from  the  beginning  of  1939  To  the  end 
of  the  last  complete  year,  giving  separate  statistics  for  each  year. 

The  various  rates  in  this  Report  are  based  upon  the  Registrar 
General !s  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  mid-year  1943 • 

The  estimated,  population  is  5  >7^3  >  which  is  lower  than  last  year, 
when  the  population  was  estimated  to  lee  5 ^  837  -

England  and  Wales  -  lo.y  per  1,000. 

The  Death  Rate  is  lower  than  last  year,  being  12.9  per  1,000. 
The  Death  Rate  in  1942  was  13 . 7  ■  it  is  higher  than  the  Death  Rate 
for  the  whole  of  the  country,  which  is  12.1  per  1,000. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  higher  than  last  year,  being  OP; 
per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  an  increase  of  19  over  last  year,  when 
the  figure  was  0 .37  per  1,000  live  births.  The  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  is  0.49  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  is 
higher  than  last  year,  being  0 , R2  as  against  0,51  of  last  year.  This 
is  an  increase  of  0.10. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  was  2.27  per  1,000  of  population  as 
against  1.54  last  year,  being  an  increase  of  0,73  per  1,000 . 

The  essential  work  of  tile  Health  Department  has  been  fully 
maintained  despite  the  war. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  help  during  the

(a)  GENERAL  FURSINO  carried  out  by  one  District  Nurse  under  the 
District  Nursing  Association.  Midwifery  is  not  undertaken  by  the 
Association . 

( b)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  -  The  nursing  of  such  cases  as  measles, 
pneumonia,  puerperal  sepsis  and  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  is  carried  out 
by  the  District  Nurse.  The  Council  subscribes  to  the  Association. 
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Schools .  These  are  adequately  dealt  ;\i th  by  the  School  Medical  Dep*' 
Lancashire  County  Council, 
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There  was  no  extension  of  the  sewerage  syster.i  during’  the  year, 
sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council5  s  Sewage  Disposal  'forks,  which  is  of 
modern  design  and  the  treatment  is  biological.

The  war  has  seriously  interfered  with  the  usual  activites  of  the 
Sanitary  Department.  The  question  of  waste  water  closet  conversion 
improvements  to  unsatisfactory  dwelling-houses  and  dairy  farms  must  be 
deferred  until  the  end  of  the  war.  Many  new  duties  have  been  under¬ 
taken,  such  as  anti-gas  decontamination  of  materials,  including  food¬ 
stuffs,  and  the  organisation  of  Air  Raid  Precautions  Services. 

House  Refuse  Collection. 

The  refuse  is  collected  from  dust  bins  weekly  and  is  collected  by 
means  of  a  horse-drawn  vehicle.
